Arguments in the case of the State

QUANAH. 


A twelve-year-old Indian boy, Quan- 


ah by name, was left an orphan and a 
pauper in a Comanche Indian tribe ou 
the Canadian river. His father, Chief 
Petaeona, had been killed in battle 
with the government troops on Decem- 
ber IS, 1860. In the same flght his 
mother (said to have been originally 
a captive frontier girl named Cynthia 
Parker) was captured. Their friends 
were slain or imprisoned. 
The boy 


was thus left at twelve utterly alone 
in the world, without family, without 
a penny's worth of property, without 
prospects. 
It was a start in life hope- 


less enough to crush many 
spirits. 


But Quanah was the sort of man to 
overcome obstacles, not by smashing 
through them, but by crawling around 
them. 


A Comanche's Love Affair. 


He made friends with other camp 


boys, whom he 'induced to share their 
food with him and to give him their 
castoff blankets. Little by little he man- 
aged to gain a strong influence over 
these lads, until, poor as he was, they 
recognized him as their leader. Then, 
in early manhood, he fell in love with 
Weckeah, daughter of his tribal chief, 
Yellow Bear. The girl readily return- 
ed the tall, handsome pauper's affec- 
tion. But among Indians matrimony 
Is also a matter of money. A penni- 
less lover cannot hope to.wed the 
daughter of a 
chief. 
For 
chiefs' 


daughters are worth many ponies or 
blankets or firearms to their fathers. 


For a time the young Comauche's 


secret love affair drifted along tamely 
enough. T'nen came 
Ekitoakup, 
a 


wealthy chief, who 
offered 
Yellow 


Bear ten ponies for Weckeah's hand 
in marriage to one of his sons. While 
Yellow Bear was debating the 
offer 


Quanah heard of it. He had but one 
scraggy pony to his name. 
But he 


hurried to' all his friends and man- 
aged to borrow nine more. He hast- 
ened in triumph with these to Yellow 
Bear's tepee, rehearsing his proposal 
as he went. But on his arrival 
he 


found Ekitoakup had raised the offer 
to twenty ponies. And Yellow Bear 
had accepted. 


It was a moment eitbor for despair 


or for quick action. Quanah chose 
the latter. 
Pie rallied twenty-one of 


the young men of the tribe who were 
devoted friends of his. That night, 
escorted by these twenty-one youths, 
he and Weekeah eloped. They knew 
that Comanche law demands a death 
penalty for such an act, and 
that 


Ekitoakup would, follow hot on their 
truil to enforce that penalty. So they 
rode day and night as fast as they 
could urge their wiry ponies, and did 
not cease their flight until they were 
safe in the mountain fastnesses of 
Scurry Count}-, Tex. 


There Qiianah and his stolen bride 


began their wedded life. 
As they 


were still penniless, Quanah led his 
twenty-one young braves upon a se- 
ries of horse stealing raids into the 
grass country. So rrch did the little 
band become at this occupation that 
other 
Indians joined them. 
The 


braves returned by stealth to their old 
homes and bore to the camp brides of 
their own. Soon Quanah was chief of 
a tribe several hundred strong. Eki- 
loakup heard of his whereabouts, but 
when he found him so 'powerful the 
old chief wisely consented to aban- 
don his plan of vengeance in return 
for the payment of twenty ponies (the 
original dower price 
of Weekeah). 


Quanah readily gave him the ponies, 
remarking as he did so, "I know a 
ranch whence I can steal twenty more 
before tomorrow." 


Now that he was no more an out- 


law, 
Quanah returned to the Coman- 


ches. He made himself chief of the 
tribe in whose village house he had 
lived as a beggar. 
There, 
from 
a 


stronghold in the Wichita mountains, 
he reigned over the Indians for miles 
about and grew dally richer and more 
powerful. Incidentally, he 
married 


four more wives. Seeing the folly of 
wasting his power in useless warefare, 
Quanah surrendered to Gen. McKenzie 
in 1S76 and • became a powerful citi- 
zen of what was later Oklahoma. He 
persuaded the government to give his 
tribe good farming lands. 


Quauah proudly called himself "the 


friend 
of 
Theodore 
Roosevelt" 


(whom he accompanied once on a wolf 
hunt), and he often went to Washing- 
ton on di-plomatic errands for his peo- 


I pie. He once even gravely requested 


i that he be sent to the United States 
1 senate when Oklahoma should become 
! a state. 
To white settlers he called 


himself by the semi-civilized name of 


i "Quanah Parker." He also desired to 
' be known as "the father of the red 


i man 
and the brother of the white 


I man." He 
built a two-story "man- 


; sion" for himself and named it "the 
Comanehe White House." Thence he 


\ ruled his people wisely and kept them 
at peace. 


Of the horse stealing days which 


founded his fortune 
Quanah never 


; cared to talk much. 
Nor 
of 
the 
| love episode that turned him even- 
tually from a beggar into 
a 
great 


chief. Perhaps, now that 
Weekeah 


was merely one of his five wives and 
no longer the beautiful girl [or whom 
he had risked life, this romantic af- 
fair seemed to him less noteworthy 
than of yore.

'And nation was destroyed of nation, 
and city of city; for God did vex them 
with all adversity." 


Is not this the pteture of a church 


tor an Individual professing Chrlstian- 
ty who.Is without God? The gospel 
may be preached In that church, the 
ordinances administered, 
and 
the 


prayer meeting regularly announced, 
Jut the whola round of 
exercises, 


while possessing the form of godli- 
ness, Is without the power. There Is 
no real power in the lives of Chris- : 
ians existing In this way, no realiza- 
tion of their standing In Ghrist, and 
no joy or gladness in thedr testimony 
and service.

(2) He went out and said, "hear ye 


me, the Lord is with you, while ye 
be with him; and if ye seek ilm, he 
will be'found of you," verse 2. What 
a simple thing to easy, how almost 
childish, and yet what results It pro- 
duced! 
Ah, it makes a great deal 


of difference tn a message whether it 
comes from anointed lijw or not. Now 
what are we told hare? 
Only this 


selfcevident truth, that 'w,e can not 
be revived unless tho Lord Is with 
u». But wo are told something else 
also, viz., that the Lord Is with us 
while we are with htm. And what Is 
it for tis to be with him? Only to be 
liTfng In obedience to hfjn, tha.t ia all. 


(3) "When Asa (the IdngJ) heard 


these words . . . he took courage," 
verse 8. The first thiiigr the minister 
or pastor wants in the work 'of a re-

ID courage. 'He- must believe 


that God is with him and that some- 
thing is possible, nay. likely, to be ac- 
complished. The steps of the iwival 
now follow In regular order. 


(4) He "put away the abominaWe 


idols out of all the h.nd." 


(5) He "renewed the altar of the 


Lord," same verse. ' 
' (6) He "gathered, iall" the people to-' 
gether; "for they Jell to him out of 
Israel In abundance when they saw 
that the Lord hia Qod was with him."

ments and euchre parties have given 
place to the prayer meeting. "The 
altar of the Lord" has Ifieen substi- 
tuted for "the abominable idirte," and 
it has proved "a drawing carj."

(7) "They offered unto tl«e Lord the 


same time, of the spoil iptdch they 
had brought," verse 11. Here Is a 
further evidsrjce of the revival. When 
the spirit of God stirs up a people 
the coffers of the treasury begin to 
show It. The people offer1 willingly 
when the spirit of God prompts th«in 
to do it, and he so proinpte them 
through the ministration ofj hte word.

: 
Picturesque Druid Festival. 


i ' Hallowe'en: is the- evening of the 
day which precedes what is known 
as All Saints' Day in the Christian 
calendar, but its customs seem to have 
'little in common with the Church 
festival, for Hallowe'en was celebrated 
by the Druids. 


This was long before the Christian 


faith was adopted among the untu- 
tored-people of ancient Britain. 
Oc- 


tober thirty-first was the harvest sear 
sonfi and the strange priests of :the 
still'-kranger Druidic religion built 
bon-fires on the hill tops in Britain, 
Ireland, and France in honor of the. 


sun god. 
The Druids 
for 
leagues 


around gathered clad in snow white 
robes at the altar of stones on a hill. 
On the altar was an emblem of the 
luminary 
they 
worshiped 
together 


with the sacred fire which had been 
carefully, kept alive during the .past 
year. 
The 
white 
robed 
figures 


grouped themselves around It and at 
a given^slgnal quenched the fire. Dur- 
ing the proceeding the crowd main- 
tained absolute silence. 
Then a new 


fire was kindled on the hill and the 
assembled multitude raised a mighty 
shout and from every eminence for 
miles around-other fires blazed into 
view. 
The same night the- fire was,! 


p'ut out In every cabin and larmhoiis^1' 
only to be rekindled with 
embers 


from the sacred fire of the priests 
which was believed to protect 
the 


homestead from peril, so long..as It 
remained burning. 
The pefdplja^ be- 


lieved in fairies, goblins .and wVtehe's, 
and it was on this night that the spell 
of the witch was potent, and to guard 
against the mischievous pranks of the 


elves people followed 
closely every 


rule laid down by the,Druld priests., 
Hallowe'en Kept by Country Folks In 


the Early Days of Christianity. 


. Aa the Druidic faith faded before 
the advance oi Christianity the pagan 
festival lost much of flts pomp and 
former significance and assumed a dif- 
ferent mode of celebration. 
So, on 


the night of October thirty-first the 
simple country folks of Ireland and 
Scotland added new superstitions to 
the day and all sorts of curious stories 
are told of the weird happenings of 
this, night. 
As it falls on the eve of 


All Saints' Day many ' believed that 
the spirits were allowed to roam on 
this particular, night and mingle with 
those of the /living. 


In Protestant countries the vigil of 


All Saints' Day is no longer a religious 
observance or at any rate it Is not BO 
In Scotland, England or 
Germany. 


With, the Latin races It is merely a 
religious vigil a^d around Its observ- 
ance clings few If any of those wild 


legends or superstitions that are so 
plentiful. In 
Scandanavia, 
Scotland 


and Ik-eland. 
The nearest approach 


to solemnity and.welrdness is the Ve- 
nitlan notte dellA inortl or Night of 
AH Dead, but the reSglous ceremonies 
attendant thereon1'take place not on 
the thirty-first of Octooer but on the 
evening of Ail Souls' Day-:that is, the 
second,day following. In ScqtlancLand 
Ireland Hallowe'en has always been 
kept with great ceremony—In the for- 
mer more In the east.mid-country and 
lowlands than in the remoter High- 
land district; in ottieT .words, the. fes- 
tival i8:j.celebrated'inpre' by the Scots 
proper ihan amonft?l4ie:pure Celts.

she wished to keep her husband in 
ignorance of these revels she placed a 
stick 'in her bed which her husband 
mistook for his wife.

they ate no bread nor salt, drank out 
of horses' skulls and danced back to 
back. , The Devil supplied the music 
by playing on the skull of a hen with 
the tall of a black cat. 
The banquet 


hall was lighted with torches, the 
lights being taken from the fire which 
burned between the horns of the goat. 
At the close of the feast the goat It- 
self was burned up and Its ashes were 
divided among the witches to use In 
their incantations. 
The Scotch still 


believe that the black cats look tired 
and worn out on the day after Hal- 
lowe'en. 
The Origin ot the Pumpkin Devil. 


Another legend tells ho\+ the Devil 


made hia bead round on Hallowe'en 
and appeared about the houses and 
in the forests where he frightened 
everyone who came near him. How- 
ever, If he saw his image he "fled. 
This legend is Bald to have been the 
foundation for the curious custom of 
the children of today carrying "pump- 
kin devils" on Hallowe'en .night. "It 
takes a devil to catch a devil" was the 
old adage. 
The children of this age 


would not think the evening's sport 
complete unless one of these hideous 
affairs 
was 
somewhere 
about 
the] 


house. By a very natural transition' 


the Hallowe'en (Ires built on the hills 
cams to be looked upon as a charm 
against evil spirits and as late as the 
seventeenth century it was customary 
for the farmers to make the circuit 
of their fields with a lighted torch In 
hand to protect the land from harm 
during the :year. A part .of tlie cere-' 
mony, too, was .the chanting or sing- 
ing of a doggerel rhyme 'during; th* 
walk around the fields. It was claimed 
that on-account. .of these,.supernatural; 
beings roaming about on'Hallowe'en 
night secrets of the future might; be 
learned from'..them ;by certain things 
being done which accounts for some 
of the rather curious customs of .Hal- 
lowe'en. Of course, nobody living In' 
the present age has the. slightest 
faith In these'signs, yet on that night 
thousands of young people through- 
out the known world go through a 
number of silly antics .in order to 
learn something of the looks and dis- 
position of their future husbands or;

by what he read there. Balaam tern 
pqrized and lost his soul. He could no

was the second. He was 
dazzled by the glint of gold. All his 
.rhetoric goes for naught. His fine 
speeches do not ring true. His tongue 
affirms one thing, but at the very mo 


• ment his heart 
is toying with the 
opposite. History does not afford a 
more striking commentary 
upon the 
familiar text about knowing one's 
duty and doing it not. Balaam did not 
even get .the cheap reward of gold or 
kingly apparel, 
w.hich perhaps 
he 
crayed more, while the 
"soundless 


• lash," of a violated conscience beal 
him- with many .stripes. He knew his 
duty, he did it not! 
"How sad to 
trace each step from splendor to dis- 
grace!"

precates any effort to trace the steps 
from spendor to decay, affirming that 
no foreign foe could ever quell until 
the national spirit

from itself—then 
only do bonds and 
despot's sway become possible. As 
a study in literature the poem of Bala- 
am affords a fascinating subject. It is 
exalted, sustained, beautiful. But it is 
easilv recognized as presenting a live- 
ly and superb analogue of the phenom- 
enal growth of the Kingdom of heaven 
and its invincible power. 
Cursing it 
is utterly futile. The spritual descend- 
ants or Abraham are as the stars and 
sands. They are myriad! In the final 
analysis every living being hopes he 
may share in the triumph—at least 
he cries, "Let me die the death of the 
righteous!" A late magazine writer 
.describes a modern and successful 
concert of malediction, in the case of 
a former king of Hawaii, who was un- 
mindful of his subjects, but sold them 
out for his own pleasure.
